MYSTERY surrounds the 
disappearance of a pet 
tortoise from its owners' 
garden for more than 
three weeks. 

Fred vanished from a 
garden in Duston the same 
evening his owners went 
on holiday, on June 5. 

But the 40-year-old rep¬ 
tile was found by a resident 
on Sunday in a garage area 
of nearby flats after a 
police appeal was issued to 
the press. 

His owner, Carol, said: 
“There is no way he could 
get out of the garden by 
himself, it’s impossible. 

“If he had wanted to he 
could have got much fur¬ 
ther than he had in three 
weeks. 

“We need to take him to 


the vets to make sure he is 
OK as we don’t know if he’s 
been fed or been fending 
for himself. 

“We’ve had him for so 
long now and he’s just part 
of the family so we’re 
thankful to have him back. 
We know they can sell for a 
lot of money and are stolen 
to sell.” 

John Hayward, co-ordi- 
nator for the national theft 
register for exotic animals 
at the National Chelonia 
Group, said last year 50 
tortoises went missing 
nationally with 11 con¬ 
firmed thefts. 

He explained it is not 
always obvious a tortoise 
has been stolen if there is 
no evidence of intrusion. 
Most thefts happen in the 
warmer months when pets 
are in the garden. 

He said: “Those animals 


are very often stolen by 
casual opportunists who 
happen to see them in the 
owner’s garden as a result 
of being in the vicinity and 
taking them with a view to 
selling them.” 

He added: “We must 
advise ah tortoise owners, 
and in fact owners of any 
pet animal that has the 
freedom of an open gar¬ 
den, to be particularly vig¬ 
ilant and be aware that 
especially those tortoises 
on the endangered list can 
fetch sometimes high 
value. 

“But, to us, it’s not the 
monetary loss, it’s the wel¬ 
fare of the stolen animal.”

SIX licensed alcohol premises 
at Silverstone were found to be 
selling booze to under 18s. 

Licensing officers have called 
the results of a test purchasing 
operation ‘very disappointing’. 

The six alcohol sellers were 
issued penalty notices for disor¬ 
der for serving alcohol to under 
18s on the Woodlands site, 
Hamilton Fields and the 
Litchlake site - five of which 
were outside of the circuit. 

Event commander for the 
British Grand Prix last weekend 
Superintendent Sean Bell said: 
“The test purchasing results 
were very disappointing. 
Certainly outside the circuit, on 
many of the campsites, there 
appeared to be little regard for 
the licensing laws that everyone 
else has to abide by. 

“We will be speaking to the 
relevant licence holders regard¬ 
ing their training and proce¬ 
dures and will look to carry out 
a similar operation next year.” 

Officers also confirmed an 
increase in thefts at the camp¬ 
site since last year. It is believed 
last year’s low crime level at 
Silverstone was due to the wet 


weather and that this year’s 
sunshine encouraged more 
opportunist criminals to 
chance their arm. 

Superintendent Bell added: 
“We experienced a large num¬ 
ber of thefts from tents this year 
but believe we made significant 
arrests early on in the weekend. 

“We had a large number of 
officers patrolling the camp¬ 
sites and car parks day and 
night and made sure we got out 
our key messages around per¬ 
sonal security and crime pre¬ 
vention as widely as possible. 

“Silverstone remains a low- 
crime event, if you consider that 
almost 300,000 came through 
the doors over the weekend.” 

A total of 58 crimes were 
reported at Silverstone during 
the three days of the Grand Prix 


meeting with a total of 294,000 
spectators, 120,000 of them on 
Sunday raceday. 

Officers made 21 arrests, four 
of which involved three men 
and a boy from Manchester who 
were questioned in connection 
with a string of tent thefts on the 
Woodlands campsite. 

The offenders, aged 43, 33, 26 
and 17, have since been released 
on police bail. Thefts accounted 
for 80 per cent of the crime. 

In addition to the four from 
Manchester, police made anoth¬ 
er 17 arrests over the weekend. 

Two men from the Milton 
Keynes area aged 48 and 44 
were arrested in connection 
with vehicle crime offences and 
remain in custody at 
Northampton Criminal Justice 
Centre.

Tyres disintegrate during Grand Prix 


TYRE manufacturer Pirelli 
has launched an investiga¬ 
tion after tyre blowouts at 
the Grand Prix last weekend. 

There were a number of 
rear-left tyre failures during 
the race at Silverstone. 
Mercedes driver Lewis 
Hamilton, Felipe Massa 
(Ferrari), Jean-Eric Vergne 
(Toro Rosso) and Sergio 
Perez (McLaren) were 
among those affected. 

Engineers are examining 


the cause of the failures 
ahead of next week’s 
German Grand Prix. 

Pirelli motorsport director 
Paul Hembery said: “We are 
taking the situation very 
seriously and we are cur¬ 
rently investigating all tyres 
to determine the cause as 
soon as possible - ahead of 
the next Grand Prix in 
Germany. At the moment, we 
can’t really say much more 
until we have fully investi¬ 


gated and analysed all of 
these incidents, which is our 
top priority. 

“However, we can exclude 
that the new bonding pro¬ 
cess, which we introduced 
at this race, is at cause for 
the tyre failures we have 
seen today. 

“There might be some 
aspect to this circuit that 
impacts specifically on the 
latest version of our 2013 
specification tyres.”

Fire service warning about smoke on the water 


A FACTORY is burning 
under controlled con¬ 
ditions after 90 fire 
fighters attended the 
blaze last Wednesday. 

Officers are current¬

Dawn Whittaker, 
Northamptonshire Fire 
and Rescue Service 
said: “It is a fine bal¬ 
ance between control¬ 
ling and extinguishing 
the fire and protecting 
the waterways and 


the environment.” 

The building is still 
unsafe to enter and 
was due to be 
assessed by building 
surveyors yesterday. 

This has limited the 
level of fire fighting 
that can be undertak¬ 
en. 

The factory unit may 
have contained as 


much as 500 tonnes of 
bird seed and peanuts 
at the time. 

The fire service has 
said smoke will last 
over the next week 
and residents have 
been recommended to 
stay indoors with the 
doors and windows 
closed until the smoke 
has passed. 


‘Kill’ threat social 
worker suspended

A SOCIAL worker has been 
suspended after she shouted 
‘baby murderers' and threat¬ 
ened to kill a woman. 

Joanna Clare Burgess was 
convicted of one count of 
using threatening or insult¬ 
ing words or disorderly 
behavior with the hearing or 
sight of a person likely to be 
caused harassment, alarm or 
distress at Kettering 
Magistrates’ Court last year. 

In July last year, she was 
part of a group which threw a 
brick at the house, in 
Northampton, injuring the 
victim who required sutures. 

The victim was fearful the 
group would smash her door 
down and further injure her. 

A panel of the Health and 
Care Professions Council 
(HCPC) Conduct and 
Competence Committee 
heard Burgess was with oth¬ 


ers outside the victim’s house 
shouting abuse. 

Burgess was heard to shout 
out threats to kill a victim 
inside the property as well as 
shouting ‘baby murderers’ at 
the victim. 

The panel was told that after 
her arrest, she ‘maintained 
silence’ but stated she had 
known the victim for some 
years and had previously 
given a statement to the 
police about her. 

Burgess pleaded guilty to 
the offence in November 
2012. 

In December, she was con¬ 
ditionally discharged for 
twelve months and ordered 
to pay prosecution costs of 
£175. 

Panel chairman Brian Wroe 
said: “The panel has conclud¬ 
ed that the behaviour by Ms 
Burgess involving aggressive 
language and threats uttered 
in public to another person is 
wholly unacceptable, unpro¬ 


fessional and deplorable con¬ 
duct and brings the profes¬ 
sion into disrepute. 

“In the panel’s view, this 
type of bullying behavior 
undoubtedly calls into ques¬ 
tion the suitability of the per¬ 
petrator, Ms Burgess, to 
remain able to work in social 
services.” 

It was also stated in the 
HCPC judgement that: “Ms 
Burgess’ conduct on July 8, 
2012, undermines public 
confidence in the profession 
and also impacts, albeit indi¬ 
rectly, on the safety of any 
clients of Ms Burgess.” 

Last Thursday, Burgess was 
suspended from the register 
for 12 months with an interim 
suspension order in place to 
cover the appeal period. 

She was not present nor rep¬ 
resented at the hearing. 

A man and woman have 
since been charged with the 
murder of their baby son and 
will face trial in October.

STAFF from Northampton 
company Sight and Sound 
are assisting a group of visu¬ 
ally impaired people taking 
on the Three Peaks 
Challenge. 

The trek organised by the 
Moulton Park-based business 
will be undertaken on August 
16 in aid of Blind in Business, 
a charity dedicated to helping 
blind and partially-sighted 
people into work through 
training and employment ser¬ 
vices. 

The event is being organised 
and supported by Sight and 
Sound Technology, the UK’s 
leading provider of hardware 
and software for the blind, 
visually impaired and those 
with learning and reading dif¬ 
ficulties.

Fraudster jailed for £82k benefits claim 


A WOMAN has been jailed for 
ten months after fraudulently 
claiming nearly £82,000 in 
benefits. 

Her partner was jailed for six 
months for attempting to per¬ 
vert the course of justice. 

The pair were prosecuted by 
Wellingborough Council in a 
‘unique case’. 

Angela Passfield, 53, 
declared she lived alone in a 
house she rented from Edward 
Conroy, 50, in Warren Close, 
Irchester. 

She claimed income sup¬ 
port, housing benefit and 
council tax benefit between 
2003 and 2012 at the address. 

A tip off suggested that 
Passfield and fully-employed 
Conroy were partners living 
together and had been since 
he purchased the house in 
2003. 

Conroy initially denied he 
and Passfield were partners 



and produced a rent book he 
claimed was from 2008 to 
show Passfield paid for the 
room. 

It was revealed the book had 
not been published until 2011, 
meaning the entries he filled 
in for rent payments were 
forged. 

Both pleaded guilty to all 
charges in May and were sen¬ 
tenced at Northampton 


Crown Court yesterday. 

Wellingbrough Council 
leader Paul Bell said: “This is a 
unique situation as we were 
able to prosecute both 
Passfield, who claimed the 
benefits, and Conroy, who 
forged documents in an 
attempt to cover up the crime. 

“This has never happened 
before as trying to prosecute 
anyone other than the actual 
claimant is very difficult.” 

He added: “There are a lot of 
people in our borough, honest 
people, who are struggling to 
make ends meet and benefit 
fraud puts an extra burden on 
our taxpayers during these 
tough times.” 

Passfield claimed £39,309.21 
in income support, £36,514.01 
in housing benefit and 
£6,095.27 in council tax bene¬ 
fit between 2003-12. 

The council will pursue ‘full 
recovery’ of the overpayment.

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99p haulier’s 
jail sentence

A FATHER and son who ran a 
haulage business for 99p Stores 
have been jailed for the man¬ 
slaughter of one of their drivers 
after he fell asleep at the wheel. 

Adrian John McMurray, 54, and 
Adrian Paul McMurray, 36, were 
convicted of the killing of Stephen 
Kenyon who was crushed to death 
when his 39-tonne lorry crashed 
into stationary traffic on the Ml in 
the early hours of February 12, 
2010, between junctions 10-9. 

The father-of-four from Milton 
Keynes had been working for AJ 
Haulage for more than 19 hours 
and had been driving for over 13 of 
them, which was illegal. 

The company, based at the 99p 
stores depot in Daventry, was 
working solely for the company. 

In the five years to February 
2010, it had grown from two driv¬ 
ers to 25 lorries and 40 trailers. 

Mr Kenyon’s death led to an 
investigation into the company’s 
financial affairs. The business’ 
turnover was £5.23million, but 
only £400,000 was declared. No 
VAT returns were ever made. 

Adrian John McMurray of 
Frobisher Drive, Daventry, and 
Adrian Paul McMurray of Ivy 
Road, Northampton, pleaded not 
guilty to manslaughter by gross 
negligence and failing to dis¬ 
charge an employer’s duty. 

The jury unanimously convicted 


the father of both charges. The son 
was found guilty of manslaughter 
by a majority and guilty unani¬ 
mously on the second charge. 

Adrian John McMurray and 
Heather Parkinson, 69, of County 
Down, admitted cheating Inland 
Revenue of £311,976 between April 
6, 2005 and September 3, 2009 and 
evading £424,248 VAT between 
February 1, 2005 and July 31, 2009. 

The father and son admitted 
cheating PAYE and National 
Insurance (NI) of £896,050 
between April 6, 2005 and April 5, 
2010. Parkinson admitted cheat¬ 
ing the public revenue and NI of 
£15,081.76. 

Adrian John McMurray also 
pleaded guilty to possessing a stun 
gun. 

At St Albans Crown Court, Judge 
Andrew Bright QC jailed Adrian 
John McMurray for seven years - 
four years for manslaughter and 
three years for fraud. Adrian Paul 
McMurray was jailed for four years 
- two and a half for manslaughter 
and 18 months for fraud. Parkinson 
was jailed for 27 months. 

The judge said: “The death of 
Stephen Kenyon was an accident 
waiting to happen. Adrian John 
McMurray and Adrian Paul 
McMurray you ran the business 
with scant regard to your legal 
obligations and cut every corner to 
maximise your profits.”

What does the Supreme Court 
Judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others mean to you? 


The Supreme Court delivered its 
judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others ("Prest") on 
Wednesday 12 June 2013. 

At the heart of the case was the 
question of how far the family courts 
could make orders against assets in 
company structures by using Family Law 
to achieve this, despite existing rules of 
Company Law. 

The Husband held a number of valuable 
property assets within company 
structures, which were being used as a 
way to try and defeat the Wife's financial 
claims arising from their Divorce. 

In essence the Supreme Court has 
answered this question by saying there is 
a single set of laws which apply whether 
in a Company or Family Law jurisdiction. 
Despite this the Supreme Court was 
able to distinguish this case on its facts 
to find that the Husband was entitled 
to the properties within the company 
structures and so they could be made 
the subject of financial orders in favour 
of the Wife. 

Due to very specific circumstances of 
this case, it is by no means an open 
door through which to attack company 
structures in order to bring business 
assets into a matrimonial settlement. 
However it is clear the Family Courts 
have at their disposal a very wide range 
of powers to ensure there is a fair 
sharing of assets, as part of a Divorce or 
Dissolution of a Civil Partnership.

Gasholder plans 
to be developed 


TECHNICAL documents for St Peter’s 
Waterside Development have been submit¬ 
ted to Northampton Borough Council. 

National Grid and West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation are a step closer 
to becoming part of the development. 
Subject to contractual negotiations it will 
form part of a major office scheme in the 
Northampton Waterside Enterprise Zone.

With the 
inclusion of the Northern Gasholder site, 
we have the opportunity for a high quality 
office development, capitalising on its cen¬ 
tral location, riverside setting and 
Enterprise Zone benefits.” 


Scott Lewis, Joint Venture Manager for 
National Grid added: “We look forward to 
working with the local community, 
Northampton Borough Council and WNDC 
as plans progress”. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, Leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, said: “This 
is fantastic news and shows how our part¬ 
nership work with a whole host of organisa¬ 
tions is paying dividends.

The Jaguar XF 2.2D I63PS 

This week's test drive 


The Jaguar XF 2.2D is a great car in 200PS form but 
initially, its 163PS 2.2D counterpart was a bit of a 
head scratchier, no more economical and no cleaner 
on emissions, while being a fair bit slower yet very 
close on price. That’s been sorted now. So how 
does the 2.2D 163PS XF variant stack up? 

It’s a whole lot easier to justify this version’s exist¬ 
ence now that it returns better economy and lower 
emissions than the 200PS model. A range of techni¬ 
cal tweaks allied to a Stop-Start system mean that 
it can deliver 57.7mpg on the combined cycle along 
with 129g/km of C02. That compares to 55.4mpg 
and 139g/km of the 200PS diesel variant. 

Granted, that’s not a lot of difference but just look 
at the pricing. An XF with 200PS 2.2-litre diesel 
power starts from around £34,000 because you 
can’t get it with an entry-level trim package.

The success of the Renault Captur might well be best 
summed up by a friend of mine who test drove a Nissan 
Juke, liked it and then showed a photo of it to his wife 
who nixed the idea on the spot because of the way 
the car looked. The Renault shares many of the 
Juke’s attributes but it’s wrapped in a shape 
that’s a good deal less divisive and also 
features an interior that’s a lot smarter. We 
liked the Clio IV a great deal and the Captur 
looks like a good idea waiting to happen. 


I’d have liked to have seen an all-wheel 
drive version with a diesel engine but that 
doesn’t seem to be in Renault’s immediate 
plans and even with drive just going to 
the front wheels, the Captur looks a fun and 
appealing thing with a wholesomely practical 
side too. Cheeky, versatile and cost-effective, with 
smart engine tech and a stylish interior, the Captur 
looks to have put quite a few of its immediate rivals in 
a tight spot. 


The Renault Captur launches into a market of 
compact crossover vehicles such as the 
Nissan Juke and the Skoda Yeti but 
brings with it some genuinely clever 
interior touches and no small dose 
of style. Some super-economical 
engines also feature. Expect the 
Captur to attract the sort of buyer 
who likes the way the Nissan Juke 
drives but who would prefer prettier 
styling. 


The Captur’s pedigree can’t really be 
questioned. The chassis it rides on has done sterling 
service for both Renault and Nissan alike. Likewise the 
engine selection has already received warm reviews 
in the Clio line-up. There aren’t too many crossover 
vehicles that feature a powerplant capable of sub- 
lOOg/km emissions but the Captur can deliver this and 
although it clearly rides a little higher than the Clio, you 
just know that, this being Renault, it will handle better 
than a car of this kind probably deserves to.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

JAMES Nash closed the gap at the 
top of the Yokohama Drivers’ Trophy 
to four points after taking an out¬ 
right race victory and two inde¬ 
pendent podium finishes for 
Bamboo Engineering in Sunday’s 
World Touring Car Championship 
Race of Portugal.
